The Squiers Treaty. 

On May 20, 1902, the government of 
Cuba was relinquished to its own people, 
under the presidency of Don Tomas Es- 
trada Palma, and on that date,‘in a let-

Minister Squiers, of the United States, 
has concluded a treaty draught with the 
Cuban government whereby the title and 
possession of the Isle of Pines is to be 
given over to the latter. This propused 
treaty is most objectionable to the Amer 
icans resident on the island and who rep- 
resent its largest property intcrests, 

The movement to raise the American 
flag is probably stimulated by occur- 
rences on the Panama isthmus and has 
for its object the springing at an oppor’ 
tune time of the issue of the future own- 
ership of the Isle of Pines.

Strike in Colorado Mines One 
of Great Magnitude 


Strikers Have Been Paid and Are 
Spending Money Freely—Eight 
Hundred Non-Union Men 
Join the Union—What 
Operators Claim.

Trinidad, Colo., November 8.—It is now 
evident that the strike of the coal miners 
in the first district of the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Company ts no small affair. In 
| fact, it is a strike out ef all proportions 
_ to that even hoped for by the officers of 
the United Mine Workers of America and 
ten times what was looked for by the 
coal operators. At thé meeting of super- 
| intendents and pit bosses,held in the Col- 
orado Fuel and Iron offices at Trinidad 
last Thursday night, reports were made 
that in no camp would-enough men go 
out to cause a shutdown, but tiiere is not 
one mine in this section that can start 
up tomorrow with half a crew of miners. 

All day the chiefs and miners- have 
been swarming into Trinidad, nearly all 
of them having their pay checks run- 
ning from $187 down. The checks were 
for such amounts that business men could 
not cash them, and henee lost thousands 
of dollars in trade. AH day long the 
miners have been joining the United 
Mine Workers. 

The police who were stationed near the 
oftice of that organization to prevent any 
possibility of a clash between the union 
and non-union men estimated that a& 
least eight hundred joined and came out, 
showing their union cards. Commercial 
street for two blocks was at one time 
choked with the new unien men.

Statement as to the experience of him- 
self and Loew during last night. Neither 
was physically able to asaist the other, 
he said, although each thought the other 
was dying in great agony. He claims 
that the bruises on the bodies of himself 
and Loew are due to “hazing’’ by their 
classmates, but admits that he and Loew 
had been recently initiated into the Psi 
Chi fraternity.

militia having been furnished with Krag- 
Jcrgensen guns under the provisions of 
the Dick bill, the state has been able to 
turn over to the university for the use 
of the cadets one hundred and sixty new 
Springfield rifles, of the very latest make. 
The general equipment of the university 
military department is also very much 
better than it has been. Up to this time 
the students have been drilling with 
guns that were in poor condition when 
they were furnished by the state, and 
as a result there has been no target prAc- 
tice by the university cadets on account 
of the guns being unfit for such use. 

With the new guns, however, target 
practice will be arranged for as soon 
as possible, and this is expected to great- 
ly increase the interest in the military 
department on the part of the students 
and also greatly increase its efficiency. 

The University Press Club has been 
reorganized by the university boys under 
the direction of Professor R. E. Park, 
of the department of English. The offi- 
cers of the club will be chosen at once 
and the members of the organization will 
get down to work. The work of this 
club is in the main the sending of letters 
by the members to the newspapers in 
their respective counties, and these let- 
fers not only give the members practice 
in the profession of journalism, but also 
furnish the means of good advertisement 
for the university and the general dis- 
semination of knowledge among the peo- 
ple of the state as to what the univer- 
sity is doing for the educational ad- 
vancement of the state. 

Friday night the second of the series 
of lectures before the university Y. M. 
C. A. on the ‘‘Heroes of the Moral Life’’ 
was delivered by Dr. Isaac S. Hopkins, 
pastor of the First Methodist church 
of this city and was listened to by a 
large number of the college boys and 
several citizens. Dr. Hopkins spoke of 
the life and work of Chinese Gordon. 
These lectures are arousing much inter- 
est among the students of the university.

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SAVE BIC TREES 
BY BUYING LANI 


Giants of Calfernia Being 
felled by ‘the Ax 


Superintendents ef National Parks 
Make Their Annual Report. 
Captain Young Pleads for 
Preservation of Big 
Trees,

Washington, November 8.—in his an- 
nual report Captain Charles Young, acting 
superintendent of Sequola and General 
Grant national parks of California, tn 
which many giant trees are located, urges 
the acquisition by the government of tne 
land In those parks, which is owned by 
private individuals. In 8&8 ola park 
there are many large tracts thus owned 
and after waiting in vain for years for 


| the government to purchase their prop- 


erty the owners are beginning to sell off 
the large timber. “Many of them are 
tired of waiting.’ he says, “and where 


these big trees grew close to the county 
road the owners have cut them by the 
wholesale and put the lumber on f%é 
market, so that where once was a fine 
forest of these magnificent giants there 
is now but devastation and ruin in the 
shape of stumps and sawdust piles of 
either side of the high road. It is but 
fist to the owners and for the best in- 
terest of the government that the pur- 
chase of these patented lands within the 
park limits be authorized by congress if 
the parks are to be continued.”’ 

He says the lands can be secured for 
reasonable prices. Captain Young says 
game is increasing. 

Major John Pitcher's report on Yellow- 
stone park is devoted largely to the con- 
dition of the game in that preserve. He 
recommends that provisions be made for 
feeding game in the, park in the winter. 
The danger of loss by starvation he says 
is increasing vearly owing to the fact 
that the country around the park is set- 
tling up, thus limiting the range. He 
thinks it would not be a difficult matter 
to feed the antelope and sheep, as their 
winter range is close to Fort Yellow- 
stone. He places the number of antelope 
in the park at about 1,000. 

The mountain sheep have increased con- 
siderably in iumbers during the past 
year and there are now more than 100 
in the park. 

The bear seem to be about as numer- 
ous as they were last year. They have 
done no harm to any one during the past 
season, 

The deer seem to be increasing more 
rapidiy than any other game in the park, 
at least they are becoming tamer and 
more fearless thar any other specie. 
The new buffalo heard, which is under 
the immediate charge of Mr. C. J. Jones, 
is doing exceedingly well, but the in- 
crease in the herd this year wags not as 
great as hoped for.

selves any device better than an adop- 
tion of the cumbrous system now used 
by the government and express com- 
panies. 

What the business people of the coun- 
try need is a system of bank transfers 
whereby Jones in Atlanta can go toa 
bank and deposit $100, or any other 
sum, to be paid to Smith in New York 
or Seattle on the same day by a bank 
in either of those cities. The bank in 
the receiving city ngtifies Smith that 
it has a sum to his credit and that, 
with his identification, enables him to 
get it at once. The cost of the trans- 
fer, including teiegram and bank com- 
missions, is held out of the remittance 
Or arranged between Jones who pays 
it and Smith who is the beneficiary. 

A system kindred to this has been in 
vogue in Germany for some years and 
has resulted in the tremendous facili- 
tation of money exchanges within the 
empire, accommodating the public, 
hastening business and proving profit- 
able to the related banks. Such an ar- 
rangement between national banks only 
in this country would soon give to 
them an immense volume of business 
annually, with profits better than or- 
dinary exchange, and would do a pub- 
lic service that the people would not 
be slow to appreciate. If the banks do 
not soon adopt some such immediate 
transfer system the express companies 
will at last come to it and reap the 
patronage and benefits that will follow 
its popular employment.

Local Educational Taxation. 

The secretary of the general south- 
ern educational board, Dr. Wallace 
Buttrick, has just completed 35,000 
miles of travel through the south in- 
vestigating our educational condi 
tions. He reports that there is a splen- 
did spirit of enthusiasm among the 
people in all parts of the south in favor 
of better schools and longer annual 
terms. In his opinion the people of the 
southern states are coming to look fa- 
-vorably upon laws allowing local taxa- 
tion for the supplementing of common- 
wealth schools funds. 

It is to be hoped. that the observa- 
tions of Dr. Buttrick really represent 
the state of the popular mind. It is a 
dificult matter to educate whole states, 
especially southern states just recov- 
ered or recovering from the effects of 
over taxation in reconstruction eras, 
to take on fresh burdens that the more 
thoughtless declare can be postponed. 
But the truth is that the salvation and 
the elevation to full efficiency of our 
southern school systems must be at- 
tained througn the joint operations 
of state and local taxations.

$25,000 class and represent the enter- 
prise of the citizens of county men 
and rural peoples in establishing bank- 
ing facilities of their own.

| Admiral Harris Thinks Nava] Supply 


Fund Is Insufficient. 

Washington, November 8.—Urgent 
recommendation is made by Rear Admiral 
H. T. B. Harris, in his first annual re- 
port aS paymaster general of the navy 
for an increase in the naval supply fund, 
to enable the bureau of supplies and ac-

Before preaching yesterday morning Dr. 
Len G. Broughton presented to his audi- 
ence some Interesting statistics which had 
recently been gathered by a committee 
from the Young Mef’s Christian Associa- 
tion pf this city.

Then they made their list and from it 
will be seen that more men, by quite a 
large number, were found to attend the 
Tabernacle Than all the Atlanta white 
churches. 

“I would to God,” continued Dr. 
Broughton, “that we could mobilize this 
gSreat body of men for God and a clean 
S°vVernmecnt.

It hos 
come to pass that it is almost impossible 
to convict a white man with money,

NORTH CEORCI 


Thee Hundred Families in 
Habersham and Rabun 


Southern Railway Is Bringing Many 
Desirable Immigrants Into the 
State and Placing Them on 
Selected Land—Engage 
in Dairying.. 


More than three hundred German farie 
hes have heen located in the northern 
part of Georgia within the past vear. 

This work has been done so quietly and 
with so little advertising that the knowl- 
edge has only recently reached the public 
at all, and this is the first public an- 
nouncement of the matter. 

Industrial Commissioner Gay, of the 
Southern railway, is the wizard who is 
said to have accomplished this result, 
one that marks a new era in the indus- 
trial and agricultural progress of tke 
state, 

This is the first movement of the kind 
of any considerable importance, it is said, 
that has ever taken place in Georgia. The 
families brought here by Commissioner 
Gay are not selected in the north and 
west, but are induced to come direct from 
Germany. They are reported to be the 
most desirable class of immigrants, thrif- 
ty, industrious and frugal, and above the 
average in intelligence. 

The new inhabitants are located in 
Rabun and Habersham counties, and are 
devoting their energies to fruit culture, 
truck farming and other similar pursuits. 
They have already made quite a success 
in their new homes and are gaid to be 
well satistied with the land of their adop- 
tion. 

Mr, Gay selected and purchased the 
land upon which the immigrants are plac- 
ed, and made all the necessary prelimi- 
nary arrangements for their coming,and 
engaging in business. Dairying is one of 
their chief pursuits, also, and they are 
proving to be experts in that calling. Very 
fine butter, milk and cheese are produced 
on their farms. <As the neweomers be- 
come better acquainted with American 
methods of cultivation, other Industries 
will be added. 

This is but the first step in the colont-

Its teaching is absolutely fundamental 
and universal. While it applied to the 
men and women who heard the words as 
they fell from the Master's lips, it applies 
equally well to men and women today. 
it is superior to time and circumstance. 
A conception of its universal application 
be gained by trying to substitute 
deas for those of “poverty of 
“meekness"’ “purity of ehart,”’ 
etc. If Jesus had said, “Blessed are the 
rich, for their's the Kingdom of 
heaven.” He would of necessity Nave ex- 
cluded the vast majority of mankind, for 
wealth is only a relative thing, and there 
is not enough in all the universe to give 
every man priority. If the kingdom of 
heaven belonged only to those who ac- 
cumulate as much as a million dollars, 
most of us would be shut gut. If He had 
sald, ‘Blessed are the politically free.”’ 
He would have excluded all slaves and 
all citizens of despotic governments. [If 
had said, ‘Blessed are those with a 
long aline of unsullied ancestry.”’ He 
have excluded practically al! of 
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ligious rulers in Jerusalem, He aroused 
their antagonism. He was in. such 
great hurry to complete the work which 
He felt conscious His Father had 
Him to do that He could not afford to 
wait for a few months. until the truths 
which He and had sown should 
germinate.

“The people to whom He appeared did 
not see him, as we do, simply. or mainly, 
a religious leader, Teacher, Savior. They 
regarded Him as a social and political 
reformer. The poor hailed Him as the 
French welcomed Mirabeau: as the Eng- 
lish farmers turned to Joseph Arch: as 
the London dockmen regard Mr. Burns; 
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But Matthew strikes deeper into the 
heart of Jesus’ meaning when he quotes 
the full expression, ‘Blessed are the poor 
in spirit.” he at once removes the mat- 
fer from the discussion of the relative ad- 
vantages of conditions and places if 
where it belongs in the disposition. 

What does Jesus mean by ‘poor in 
spirit?’’ He does not mean poor-spirited. 
He could never have said that the poor- 
spirited were blessed for they are not and 
never were. The quality of which He 
speaks is infinitely far removed from 
mock humility. He does not say that 
He is blessed who speaks of himself as 
a miserable crawling thing. Much harm 
has been dame by those who, missing 
wholly Jesus’ meaning here, have written 
and sung about man as a worm of the 
dust. We sometimes hear in experience 
meetings men and women who, in give 
their testimony, seem to think that 
they are magnifying their Lord by tell- 
In dolo- 
ful accents they call themselves ‘‘poor, 
frail worms of the dust.” One would 
think, to hear them talk, that crawiing 
Was the ideal gait for Christians. 

Man jis not a worm of the dust and there 
is no good in calling him one. Jesus 
didn’t come to teach ‘‘worms.”’ He didn’t 
live or die for ‘‘worms.”’ 

He addressed men as “sons of God.”’ 
Their very relationship gave them dig- 
nity. Man may wreck himeelf, but when 
he fives, the awful picture is not that 


ing 


of a worm ground to powder, but of a 
marred image of a gracious Father 
When Jesus sald ‘Blessed are the poor 
in spirit,” He did not mean to com- 
mend the Uriah Heeps. Real humility is 
a beautiful virtue, but mock humility 
is the most disgusting of all -hypocrisies. 
Neither did He mean to giorify cowari- 
ice. Cowards do not possess the king- 
dom of God or any other kingdom that 
is worth having. Jesus never pronounced 
a blessing upon a man that was not will- 
ing to stand and suffer for his convic- 
tions. The man who refuses to stand for 
his convictions soon has no convictions 
to stand for. ‘‘Men despise a coward and 
in his ‘east ignoble moments he despises 
himelf. The coward, like Polonius, sees 
only what he thinks the prince would 
have him see, ibe it cloud, camel or wea- 
s@l’s back, In politics he is a demagogue; 
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in soclety, a time-server; in religion, a 
heretic or pillar of Orthodoxy according 
his calculation of who rules or is 
likely to rute in the church. 

Jesus meant by ‘‘poor in 
who are .conscious of need, 
able, those eager to learn, those with 
minds and hearts open to new truth, 
those who think humbly enough of their 
Opinions to be willing to change them 
when they find better, those who hold 
themselves forever in a receptive attl- 
tude to the truth, the childlike. The 
“poor in spirit’ are in vivid contrast to 
the prejudiced, the con- 
ceited, the proud, the high-minded, the 
critical, the hard-neaded, the stubborn, 
the “know {it all,’ the Pharisee.

“St. Peter consecrated St. Mark bishop 
of Alexandria, the chief city of Africa 
An heir to the throne must prove iis 
genealogy, and surely none can show 
a clearer title than the successors of St. 
Peter. Our present pope, Pius XX, now 
reigning, is the two hundred and fifty 
ninth pope in direct succession from the 
biessed chief of the apostles. 

“St. lrenaeus, who lived in 
following that of the apostles, gives us 
a lHsi of the successors of St. Peter t» 
A. D. 177. The next list is furnished 
us by Tertullian, and St. Augustine gives 
us a list down to Pope Innocent I, A. D 
402. 

, And thus we can trace from one age 
to another until) we reach the chief pon 
tiff of our own day.

Here is the 
idea of allegiance. This makes heaven a 
philanthropy of progress under Christ's 
wninistry and hell a reformatory, 

“Just a word in reference to the rela- 
tion of the Saviorship of Christ to the 
glory of God. Suppose we sent an ambas- 
sodar to another country. Would it not 
be to the credit and glory of this coun- 
try if he accomplished his mission? When 
Jesns came to earth to be the Savior, 
what must come to pass for His mission 
to be to the glory of God? There is a say- 
ing in the Bible. ‘All ye like sheep have 
acne astray.’ Jesus took up this thought 
and said. ‘I am the shepherd. Let Me tell 
you a story. There was cace a shepherd 
who had a hundred sheep.

He said in substance: 

“All men shun death because ‘this life 
seems 0 vastly valuable to all. Man is 
a compound being with a life for each 
part. In a physical way man dies as the 
ox or the ass, the body becomes dead. 


In a mental way man may die and the 
mind be completely blotted out. In a 
spiritual way man’s death is most awful.
